45) and withdrawn claims 25-43. As a result, the election is made without traverse. 

2) The reply filed on 9/15/06 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 
Applicant's elected the following species: monocrystaline silicon as the base element (see claim 3), Borofloat 33 as the lid element 

(see claim 4); siloxane as the intermediate element (see claim 6), protein as the library (see claim 18), and the holding element of 
claim 1. However, the species of siloxane is not claimed in claim 6 as indicated by applicant. The species of protein library is not a 
SINGLE species since claim 19 claimed that "the protein library is an antibody library, a receptor protein library or a membrane 
protein library". Accordingly, this species election is incomplete, and the response filed 9/15/06 is considered not fully responsive to 
the prior Office Action mailed 8/1 6/06. See 37 CFR 1.111.
